Sadat 
would be reluctant to ride spoiling 
his relationship with the prime 
minister, who- has just entered 
another four-year term in office. 

While indicating that he- was eas- 
ing his crusade for the PLO, Sadat 
recently has been . likening his 
stance to that of the U.S. — a mere 
call on the PLO and Israel to ex- 
change recognition..

U.S. may 
raise Iran 
‘arms deal’ 
with Begin

WASHINGTON. - President 
Ronald Reagan is expected to raise 
the matter of Israel's reported 
secret arms sales to Iran next month 
when he meets with Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin at the White 
House, U.S. officials said yesterday. 

The matter has become the focus 
of considerable U.S. concern, the 
officials said. The State Department 
said on Friday that Israel has as- 
sured the U.S. that it was not selling 
U ^.-supplied weaponry to Iran. 
”We have no evidence that any 
U.S.-origin equipment or spare 
pans subject to our controls . has 
been supplied to Iran by the govern- 
ment of . Israel," said spokesman 
Dean Fischer. 

ABC News reported last Thurs- 
day evening that Israel sold 250 tires 
to Iran last October while the Ira- 
nians were still holding Americans 
hostage in Teheran. ABC Paris 
bureau chief Pierre Salinger showed 
documentation on Friday of the 
5330,000 deal, including copies of the 
Iranian bank transfers to the Israeli 
Defence Ministry's buying mission 
at the Bank Hapoalim in Zurich. 

Salinger said an unnamed senior 
Israeli diplomat at the embassy in 
Paris was in charge of die operation. 
The tires, he said, were picked up in 
Tel Aviv and flown to France on. 
Odober 24, before continuing on to 
Iran. Tbe U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency learned of the sale through 
intercepted telephone conversa- 
tions, he said. 

The New York Times yesterday 
reported that Reagan administra- 
tion officials assume that Israel has 
resumed the sales since then. 

. Indeed, ABC News said (hat 
Israel has been selling Iran 106 mil- 
! Umetre recoilless rifles in recent 
months. 

The Times quoted diplomatic 
sources in Washington as saying 
that Begin was willing to sell 
military equipment to. Iran 
‘.‘because or an overwhelming 
Israeli desire not to see Iraq win the 
war that began last September.” 
The other reason for Begin’s ac- 
tion, the newspaper said, was the 
fate of the40,000-to-60,000-meraber 
Jewish community in Iran. “The 
Israelis fear that they could be sub- 
ject to repression at any time and 
that contact between Israel and Iran 
helps the Jews in Iran.” 

Nachman Shai, the embassy 
spokesman here, said only that “our 
position is that Israel does not 
-provide information on purchases 
or sales of weapons." 

Former Iranian president 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadrtold ABC on 
Thursday evening that he had op- 
posed any deals with Israel while he 
was in power. He is now in exile in 
Paris. 

“I was opposed,” he said. “If we 
have to buy arms from the Israelis, 
why not make peace with the Ira- 
qis? It would be much better." 

ABC news also reported that 
arms dealers in Britain, Portugal 
and France were involved in secret 
arms sales to Iran — although it was 
not clear that the governments 
there had directly authorized them. 
“There’s no doubt about Israel,” 
said Salinger, the former White 
House press secretary. 

Israeli officials and pro-Israel ac- 
tivists here were bracing for yet 
another round- of criticism against 
Israel following the widespread 
reports here of the arms sates to Iran. 

There is still a great deal of hatred 
in the U.S. against Iran because erf 1 
the 444-day hostage ordeal. The 
reports that Israel had violated the 
U.S.-requested arms embargo 
against Ayatollah RuhoHah 
Khomeini’s regime “are clearly not 
going to win any friends for Israel in 
America," one pro-Israel political 
activist said.

In reaction to reports that the 
First International Bank of Israel 
(FIBI) was in severe financial trou- 
ble because of loans made to dia- 
mond merchants, a Bank of Israel 
official said on Friday: “There is no 
danger to the stability of any bank 
in Israel." 

Inspector of Banks Oded Messer 
allowed that certain banks were in 
difficulties because of the slump in 
the world diamond market. He 
stressed that the banks would be 
able to meet their obligations 
despite the loans made to diamond 
dealers, even though their profit 
margins would be cut. 

The effect of certain diamond 
loans on the banks’ financial condi- 
tion should not come as a surprise, 
he added. For example, tbe inspec- 
tor's annual report for 1980 showed 
that banks had classified as “doubt- 
ful” IS20O.3 million in loans made 
to diamond dealers since it was not 
certain if the loans would be repaid. 

This year too, Messer said, banks 
were still making loans of this 
nature to diamond dealers. 

In a report to the stock exchange 
submitted today, FIBI shows a 
profit of IS58.5m. for the first half of 
this year, compared to IS89m. for 
1980 as a whole. The report was 
prepared in advance of a new stock 
issue. According to a bank source, 
the profits were calculated after 
deducting all doubtful debts. 

Messer also said that the govern- 
ment has cut the directed credit 
supplied to the diamond industry in 
the last nine months, despite the 


slump, in order to reduce subsidized 
credit. From a peak of S1.5 billion, 
the amount of directed credit has 
dropped to S700m. The banks have 
provided another Si50-200m. in 
commercial credit. 

The slump in the diamond in- 
dustry has continued for several 
years now. and there was hope that 
an upturn would occur in 1981 . But 
rising interest rates in the U.S. has 
contributed to a drop in diamond 
prices. 

The diamonds held by Israeli 
banks as security for their loans to 
diamond dealers have thus dropped 
in value and do not cover the 
original amount of the loans. Some 
banks even provided loans in excess 
of the value of the security due to 
the pressures of competition. 

Government sources said that 
FIBI is not the only bank to lose 
money on diamond deals, the 
United' Mizrahi Bank and the 
Barclay's Discount Bank have as 
well. These sources said that it had 
been unwise for FIBI to sell at low 
prices some of the diamonds it held 
as security. 

Treasury sources said that it 
would not lake action on the cur- 
rent problems faced by banks due to 
the diamond loans, because it was 
not a crisis situation. 

The Treasury has, however, taken 
several steps to ease the situation of 
the diamond industry. Dealers have 
been allowed to delay submitting 
tax returns and declarations of their 
capital. Fines owed by diamond 
dealers for not keeping books have 
also been temporarily hailed. Dia- 
mond dealers began keeping books 
only at the start of this year. 


Gaddafi ready to fight U.S. 
to defend his territory 


'ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia 
(Reuter). — Libyan leader Muam- 
mar Gaddafi has accused the U.S. 
of planning to invade his country, 
saying Libya was prepared to de- 
fend its territory even if it meant a 
third world war. 

In his first public comment on last 
Wednesday’s- air battle over the 
Mediterranean in which American 
jets shot down two Libyan planes, 
Gaddafi told a news conference 
here on Friday night (hat the U.S. 
was playing with fire by violating Li- 
byan territorial waters and airspace. 

The dogfight took place over the 
Gulf of Sidra (Sirte), an area Libya 
regards as its territorial waters. 
Washington has periodically chal- 
lenged the Libyan claim by staging 
maneuvers in the gulf. 

“The Gulf of Sirte is part and 
parcel of Libya," Gaddafi said. "We 
shall be ready to defend the Gulf of 


Sirte even if it means bilateral war 
witfl the United States or a third 
world war." 

' The Libyan leader arrived in 
Ethiopia last Thursday on an official 
visit after signing a trilateral 
friendship treaty in Aden beLween 
Libya, Ethiopia and South Yemen, 
aD allies of the Soviet Union.

‘AH our banks stable’, 
bank inspector claims

Education Minister Zevulun 
•Hammer will ask the govern- 
ment today to allow him to seek 
a compromise solution to the 
dispute over Area G in the City 
of David dig. 

On Friday, he met with the two 
chief rabbis and with the 
Archeological Council and 
proposed to both sides that they 
meet early this week, in his 
presence, to negotiate a com- 
promise. The rabbis insist that the 
digging should cease, and the 
archeologists are determined to 
continue. 

Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Shlomo 
Goren told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that he refuses to contemplate 
a compromise with the 
archeologists. ‘There can be no 
compromise over the Halacha 
(Jewish Law)," he said. The chief 
rabbis have ruled that digging must 
stop because there is a Jewish 
cemetery on the site. 

Goren continued: “I will not 
negotiate with Prof. Yigaei Yadin 
and his colleagues (about Area G) 
so long as they do not bring back 
the bodies of more than 50 Bar 
Kochba warriors discovered by 
Yadin in one of the caves of Nahal 
Hever (near the Dead Sea).” 

Goren charged that then prime 
minister David Ben-Gurion had 
promised him (Goren was then IDF 
chief chaplain) that the Bar Kochba 
warriors would be given a proper 
Jewish burial and that a monument 
would be erected at the site. “But 
their skeletons are still scattered in 
laboratories around the world, 
where who knows what people are 
doing what things to them. There 
will be no negotiations at all until 
this is put right," declared Goren. 

One archeologist last night in- 
dicated the direction of a possible 
compromise he could approve of: 
"Many rabbinic halachic rulings lie 
collecting dust in the cupboard. 
Why not this one?" he suggested. 


On Thursday, Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg, filling in for Hammer, 
decided to call in the attorney- 
general to determine the legal status 
and the operative implications of 
the chief rabbis' joint ruling that 
digging in the disputed Area G is 
desecration of a medieval Jewish 
cemetery. 

But the government has not yet 
approached the attorney-general on 
this matter. HammeT may today for- 
mally ask Yoram Bar-Scla, assistant 
to Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
who is on vacation, to prepare an 
opinion on the matter. 

“It will take at least a week to 
prepare it," Bar-Sela said last night. 
He added: “We won’t be asked to 
determine facts — only to advise 
about who has the authority to deter- 
mine facts and to analyze the legal 
situation in the wake of the chief 
rabbis' assertion that the area is a 
Jewish cemetery." 

Hammer last night on Israel 
Television news reasserted his 
determination to find a solution that 
would neither “harm science" nor 
“violate the halacha 

He added, however, that ex- 
cavating and uncovering the roots 
of Judaism was a “laudable 
endeavour." Why were there “so 
many demonstrations about the 
dead instead of protests about what 
was being done to the living," as in 
road accidents? asked Hammer. 

The rating by the two chief rab- 
bis declares as a cemetery — and 
hence forbidden to excavation — 
uve tract defined as “Area GimeL 
block {gush) 30125, lots {helkot) 5- 
7." The tract thus delimited covers 
the whole eastern slope of the City 
of David, from the disputed Area G 
site up to the south-east corner of 
the Temple Mount, and down to, 
arid including the Kidrori Valley 
area of Silwan.

Three F-15s readied for flight to Israel 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Three F- 
15 combat aircraft were due to take 
oiT from the McDonnell Douglas 
company plant in St. Louis yester- 
day morning on the first stage of 
delivery to Israel following the 
lifting of the US. embargo, the US. 
Air Force said on Friday. 

The Reagan administration last 
week lifted an embargo on 
deliveries of warplanes to Israel. 
The embargo, imposed following 
Israel’s J une bombing of the nuclear 
reactor in Iraq and air attacks on 
PLO headquarters in Beirut, af- 


fected two F-15s and 14 F-16 
fighters. 

Officials said that one additional 
F-15 was now ready for delivery, 
and they estimated that it will take 
two more days to prepare for the 
departure of the three F-l Ss en 
route to Israel. Preparations 
probably include arrangements for 
aerial refuelling en route. 

There was no word on when the 
F-16s will head for Israel. The U.S. 
Air Force recently grounded all of 
its 269 F-I6s because of problems 
with a faulty flight control system. 


Beleaguered Pan Am sells 
hotel chain for $500 million 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — Under 
pressure from creditors. Pan 
American Airways on Friday an- 
nounced the sale of its Intercon- 
tinental hotel chain to Grand 
Metropolitan of Britain to raise 
S500 million in cash. 

Analysts said the prospect of a 
possible Pan Am bankruptcy had 
been postponed if all conditions of 
the hotel sale went through- One 
Wall Street economist said: “It will 
give Pan Am sufficient breathing 
space to attempt to get the airline 
on to a profitable basis."

AWACS package expands by $4b.

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
Administration's controversial 
A WACS radar aircraft package sale . 
to Saudi Arabia has steadily ex- 
panded. to include ground radar sta- 
tions and now totals some S8.S bil- 
lion, according to The New York 
Tim*. 

Quoting administration officials, 
the newspaper yesterday noted that 
this new figure was some $4 billion 
higher than the original estimate of- 
fered to Congress last spring. 

The increase in price is reported- 
ly due in large part to the extra 
ground radar stations that the U.S. 
will build for the Saudis as pan of 
the overall air defence package. 

President Ronald Reagan is 
scheduled to officially notify 
Congress of the package tomorrow, 
although the formal 50-day period 
during which Congress can veto the 


sale by passing resolutions of disap- 
proval in both houses will not start 
until September 9, 

The earlier notification is 
designed to avoid any diplomatic 
embarrassment as Reagan and 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
are due to meet at the White House 
on September 9-10. Israel strongly 
opposes the sale. 

The package sale will include five 
AWACS aircraft as well as equip- 
ment designed to enhance the of- 
fensive punch of Saudi Arabia’s 
total order of 62 F-15 combat ar- 
craft. 

The package now calls for a total 
of 20 ground radar stations. Half of 
them will be the so-called downlink 
stations that can receive complex 
electronic information from the 
AWACS and relay it to the F-15's. 
The other half, according to the 
Times, will be more conventional 
ground radar stations. 


Saudi Arabia is also ordering an 
especially high ratio of spare pans 
for the entire package. 

“Saudi Arabia can afford such a 
ratio, but it will be used by oppo- 
nents of the sale to cast doubt on 
the administration’s contention that 
the Saudis would not be able to 
operate their aircraft against Israel 
for any significant length of time 
without the help of American 
technical and maintenance person- 
nel." suid the Times. 

Congressional opponents, both 
Republicans end Democrats, are 
continuing their preliminary efforts 
to veto the package. But indications 
that Reagan personally will lead the 
fight for the administration have 
convinced many observers that the 
small majorities in the House and 
Senate already on record against 
the sale may disappear under White 
House pressure.

Rivka Aaronsohn, a member of the 
Nili spy ring during World War I 
and sister of the organization's 
leader, Aharon, died yesterday at 
the age of 89. 

Rivka was engaged to Avsbalom 
Feinberg, who together with 
Aharon set up the Nili network, 
which conveyed strategic informa- 
tion about the Turks to the British. 

Feinberg was murdered by a Be- 
duin as he attempted to make his 
way to the British lines in the Sinai 
during the war. Sarah — Rivka and 
Aharon’s sister — who was a central 
figure in Nili, was captured by the 
Turks when the ring was uncovered. 
She killed herself after being tor- 
tured for several days. Aharon died 
in an airplane accident over the 
English Channel in 1919. 

Rivka, whose father was among 
the founders of Zichron Ya’acov, 
donated some of the family 
property there to the Defence 
Ministry for soldiers’ recreational 
and educational facilities. Last May 
she was awarded the Nili ribbon by 
the ministry on behalf of family 
members who were in the organiza- 
tion. . 

The funeral cortege will leave her 
home today at 4.30 p.m. for the vil- 
lage cemetery. 


Sand threatens to quit Labour

The Labour Party looks as if it is 
heading towards a major upheaval 
This was the reaction of several 
Labour sources last night to MK. 
Yosef Sand's threat to leave the 
party if MK Eliyahu Speiser is 
elected its secretary-general and if 
the party does not come up with a 
clear ideological alternative to the 
Likud, 

In an interview on Israel Radio’s 
weekly Friday night programme. 
Sand said that Speiser's candidacy 
is pure power politics lacking any 
ideological programme. He said 
that the Labour Party lacks real 
ideological direction, and that it has 
spent the last four years patching 
itself up and gluing itself together. 

“We thought party unity must be 
maintained at all costs, but now we 
see you can stay united, and still not 
win the election. Labour is becom- 
ing a Likud Bet (Likud B)and since 
I don't want to join Likud Aleph, I 
certainly don't want to be in Likud 
Bet," Sarid said. 

Sources noted that Sarid is noL 
alone in threatening to Lake drastic 
measures if Speiser gets the post. 
The United Kibbutz Movement has 
informally threatened to boycott all 
party activities if Speiser is 
promoted to the second most im- 
portant job in the party. 

Speiser himself is unlikely to be 
deterred by the growing opposition 
to him. close associates say. On the 
contrary, he will be more deter- 
mined than ever to see the power 
struggle through, they say. 

With both sides adopting in- 
creasingly intransigent stands, 


Labour sources of all persuasions 
feel they already are on collision 
course. One source described the 
situation as “a tragedy for Labour. 
It is a case of an irresistible force 
meeting an immovable object.” 

Sand's objection to Speiser is in 
line with his warnings against what 
he regards as the increasingly 
hawkish line adopted by Labour. 
Speiser is an outspoken hawk, as are 
many of his most vocal suppoyters. 
But Speiser has many enemies 
within the right-wing factions in the 
parly, such as the Kibbutz 
Hameuchad, and Sarid is a minority 
in the party with his dovish views. 

In the interview on Friday, Sarid 
said Israeli society is in the throes of 
social alienation.- in which people 
vote against Ihejr own political in- 
terests. There are two possible com- 
pensations for such alienation, he 
said. “One is the ; demagoguery, 
radical nationalism, chauvinism and 
false messiah... offered by the 
Likud. I. think Labour envies 
Menachem Begin's silver tongue 
and wants to emulate him, but what 
we need to do is ofTer the second, 
and more difficult kind of compen- 
sation: constructive social reform.” 

An example of- this, he said, 
would be workers in Histadrut- 
owned firms running the firms 
themselves, choosing their own 
managers, enjoying the profits and 
taking responsibility when there are 
losses. 

Labour is not really an alternative 
to the Likud on the political level 
either. Sarid said. “Take the Saudi 
Arabian peace plan. Obviously, we 
don't accept their conditions, as 
they surely wouldn't accept outs. 
However, it was the first’time they 


publicly espoused any sort of peace 
plan which recognized Israel, and 1 
think we should have praised that as 
a positive step forward.

‘ The index-linked bond market 
was .mixed as various groups either 
went up or down by about 1 per 
cent, on the week. The 6.1 per cent 
rise in the cost-of-living index for 
July- was no surprise and had little 
effect on trade. Nevertheless, the 
trading 'volumes were relatively 
high, because the commercial banks 
are buying- bonds to back up the 
new investment schemes which are 
now being offered to the public. 
The fact remains, however, that 
index-linked bonds, judged either 
on short-term performance or from 
the beginning of the calendar year, 
are not bringing ofT a positive yield. 

The sharp drop in the value of the 
U.S. dollar on the international cur- 
rency markets found expression in 
the various rates of the shekel in 
terms of foreign currencies. The 
local -currency was devalued by 
somewhat less than i per cent, 
against the U.S. dollar. However, 
the pound sterling advanced by 3.4 
per cent, and the German mark by 
2.6 per cent in terms of the shekel. 

' The low level of devaluation of the 
shekel in terms of the dollar reflects 
the ability of the Finance Ministry 
to enforce its policy of low devalua- 
tions, even in the face of stem op- 
position from the Bank of Israel. 

Israeli shares traded on the U.S. 
stock exchanges showed no major 
changes jn the. past week. But these . 

. companies , Lrapdic&J 
wtocht , jsfiowejf . Highly ' contrasting ^ 
results. The* American Israeli 'Baper' 
MOls and the Alliance Tire and 
Rubber Company, whose shares are 
traded on the American Stock Ex- 
change, .showed a drop in their 
profitability in the quarter ended 
June 30.- Scietex and Elscint, on the 
other- hand, checked in with sharp 
gains in sales and profitability. Etz 
JLavud, also traded on the American 
Exchange, showed a successful tur- 
naround, reporting a good profit for 
the quarter as compared with a 
sizeable loss a year ago.

Let me say as 
strongly, as I can that the way you're 
going to get those interest rates 
down is by persisting in policies that 
will indeed continue to bring the in- 
flation rale down. And at some 
point. this dam is going to break and 
the psychology is going to change." 

- Volcker declined to make any 
prediction about when this break 
will occur, although he ventured the 
belief that the “next big move” in 
rates would be downward. 

Big moves have been scarce in 
the stock market for some time. In 
the past week the Dow Jones In- 
dustrial Average dropped 16.36 to a 
1981 low of 920.57. 

. -The New York Slock Exchange 
composite index fell f.90 to 75.10, 
and the American Stock Exchange 
market' value index lost 13.44 lo

Michael Tzur released from jail 


AFTER SERVING six and a half 
years of a 15-year sentence for 
serious financial offences. Michael 
Tzur left Massiyaliti Prison in 
Ramie on Friday wearing simple 
clothes and a big grin. 

“I reel a lot better today than I 
did when I walked into jail,” Tzur 
told a large crowd of waiting 
reporters at the prison gales. But he 
refused to make any further com- 
ments or grant any interviews, and 
walked quickly to the car where his 
son. Dan. was waiting to whisk him 
off to Jerusalem and a visit with his 
grandchildren. 

Tzur. former managing director 
of the Israel Corporation, had his 
original sentence reduced to li 
years by President Yitzhak Navon 
Iasi June. Time was also taken off 
for good behaviour, after Tzur 
proved to be a model prisoner, 
working in the prison library and 
teaching classes for his fellow con- 
victs. 

Tzur’s immediate plans include a 
vacation abroad and writing a book 
on Israel's penal system.

Summer Muons on display 
in Tel Aviv, not Jerusalem

The annual Summer Fashion 
Week, confronted by a report of a 
14 per cent decrease in fashion ex- 
ports for the first half of 1981 com- 
pared to the same period a year ago, 
opens tomorrow in Tel Aviv, in- 
stead of in Jerusalem. 

Seventy manufacturers will par- 
ticipate in the show at tile Hyatt 
Hotel, with about 200 foreign 
buyers attending. 

With one exception, ail previous 
summer fashion weeks have been 
held in the capital. But because of 
increasing economic difficulties, 
many manufacturers protested 
against the unnecessary expen- 
ditures in moving their collections 
from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem and 
paying for accommodations for 
their staffs. 

The Hyatt Hotel is within walking 
distance of Industry House, where 
the Israel Export Institute is head- 
quartered, and the new Fashion and 
Textile Centre now under construc- 
tion. . 

Statisticians at the Ministry of In- 
dustry. and Trade had become ac- 
customed to reporting increases up- 
wards of 20 per cent in Israel's 
fashion exports. During the first six 
months of i960, the exports totalled 
$159 million. 

But this year the figure dropped 


to SI 36.6 million, even though there 
was a 10 per cent increase in actual 
number of units exported. The dis- 
parity is attributed to the devalua- 
tion of European currencies. 

Reduced prom margins have 
caused several small factories and 
even a few larger, well -established 
firms, to close in the fear of going 
bankrupt. Nevertheless, govern- 
ment approval has been granted for 
the construction of 13 new fashion 
plants and the expansion of 18 ex- 
isting factories.

120 alligators fly in this week

The 1 20 'gators — ranging up to 3 
metres in length — wffl travel “with 
first-class care' 1 in an El A1 airlines 
747 which departs on Tuesday 
morning, according to Henry 


Laskau, cargo supervisor for El A! 
in M iami. “They will be a packed in 
75 wooden crates that they can’t 
bite through, and each one will be 
deodorized. We don't want any 
odour drifting up to the pas- 
sengers,'* said Laskau. 

They will be hosed down before 
take-off with their last splash of 
Florida water. “We want them to be 
as comfortable aspossibie,” Laskau 
added. 

The ’gators range in age from one 


lo 30 years old. Fifty-three of them 
are more than 2.4 metres long, ac- 
cording to Guy Ben-Moshe, an 
Israeli expert who is supervising the 
shipment. 

Ben-Moshe said that Nile 
crocodiles were native to Israel un- 
til about 80 years ago. “The last of 
them roamed and swam in a swamp 
on the Mediterranean coast near 
Caesarea" he said. 

“Unfortunately they were killed 
off bv hunters." 


Government won’t pay ISlOm. to Kafr Yasif

K A FR Y ASI F. — The government 
will not pay the IS 10 million in com- 
pensation u> local residents — as re- 
quested by a reconciliation commit- 
tee — to help make peace between 
them and their Druse neighbours of 
Julis village. 

The government's position was 
explained by the director-general of 
the Prime Minister’s Office, Mat- 
tityahu Shmuelevitz, on Friday. He 
said that compliance with the re- 
quest would trigger ofT demands in 
at least 100 similar cases from the 
past and set a precedent for the 
future. 

However, the government is 
ready to rebuild houses badly 
damaged during the attack on -Kafr 
Yasif by the Druse of Julis last 
April, grant pensions to the two 
local families who lost their sons, 
and to cover expenses for medical 


treatment of those injured. 

Shmuelevitz viisiicd the two 
feuding villages at the request of the 
reconciliation committee, which 
consists of 27 Moslem, Christian 
and Druse dignitaries. It had ruled 
that the government should cover 
half of the compensation and 
damage estimated at over lS20m.. 
while the remaining sum would 
come from contributions in Israel 
and abroad. 

Shmuelevitz was asked to head 
the reconciliation committee last 
week. The chairman of Kafr Yasif 
local council, Nimr Morkus, made 
it clear that his village would not 
take part in the reconciliation 
meeting scheduled for September 
15 unless local residents received 
compensation for injuries and 
damage to property by September 
7. 

The Julis villagers, meanwhile, 
have urged the government to 


release on bail some 15 residents ar- 
rested following the disturbances, 
pending conclusion of the legal 
proceedings against them. 

Shmuelevitz and the reconcilia- 
tion committee decided to 
reconvene on Thursday and to hold 
sessions without a break until an 
agreement is reached. A member of 
the committee told The Jerusalem 
Post that the feuding sides would be 
under heavy pressure to com- 
promise. 

The feud between the two 
neighbouring viliages dates back to 
last April during a football game 
when a Julis resident was stabbed to 
death. Julis villagers retaliated with 
an armed raid on Kafr Yasif in which 
two persons were killed and dozens 
of houses severely damaged. 

Since that incident, dozens of 
policemen have been stationed in 
the village to prevent recurrence of 
the violence. 


Haifa U. students in uproar 
over test on current events

HAIFA. — What is the meaning of 
habeas corpus? Who -i& Iran’s 
spiritual leader? What do the initials 
CIA stand for? 

These are typical of the 35 multi- 
ple choice questions in a general 
knowledge lest which is causing a 
row in the Haifa University political 
science department. A student must 
pass the test before receiving his or 
her bachelor of arts degree. 

The department’s 160 students, 
who are threatening protest 
demonstrations to get the examina- 
tion cancelled, claim it is an “insur- 
mountable obstacle.” 

The students point out that 
among the 42 who took the test at 
the beginning of the last school 
year, 40 failed. “That should prove 
there’s something wrong with it,” 
one student said. 

But department head Dr. 
Avraham Brichta has a. different 
view on ; the. test on current events 
and concepts implemented a year 
ago. “We cannot allow the students 
to graduate without having a 
minimum knowledge of the world 
around them," he said on Friday. 
Furthermore, he said, the first 
results were- so disastrous that it 
convinced us that the test is more 


necessaty than ever. 

Students who failed the test last 
year were to be given another 
chance, but two scheduled re- 
examinations were cancelled. One 
reason was that most of the students 
refused to take the test in order to 
express their protest. 

On Friday, 17 students couldn't 
lake the test because someone shut 
the lights off in the hall by hiding 
the electrical fuses. 

Student Yossi Harel said that the 
head of the department told the stu- 
dents that anyone who reads a daily 
newspaper and Time or Newsweek 
would be able to pass the test. Harel 
said that “most of us are older than 
the average student, we work during 
the day and have little time for such 
reading. The test is too long and too 
unfair. At least it should be on is- 
sues discussed or studied in our 
courses." 

The students had complained that 
the test should be given during the 
first, year of studies and not. later in 
their studies course when they had 
already completed so many other 
academic requirements. The 
department acknowledged this 
complaint - and on Friday reported 
that in the new academic year, the 
test will be given to incoming stu- 
dents. 


Italians may charge Rahamim Aharoni

police department said last week 
that suspected murderer Rahamim 
“Gumadi” Aharoni may face 
charges of presenting false iden- 
tification papers in Italy before he is 
extradited to Israel. 

The sources, contacted through 
the Italian Ansa news agency, said, 
however, that the extradition will go 
through because “murder charges 
have precedence." 


Aharoni was charged with the 
July 23, 1980 murders of Azar 
Cohen and Amos Orion, but he had 
fled the country one day after their 
bodies were found buried in sand 
dunes near Ashdod.

Sephardi Jews capable of reaching 
senior executive positions. It will 
provide training if necessary and 
those people will be preferred to 
Ashkenazi candidates. Shitrit’s 
committee will* oversee the 
programme." 

Problem pre-sehookrs 
make first grade 

An experimental programme for 
pre-school children with special 
education problems has succeeded 
in bringing most of them to the level 
where they will attend regular first 
grade classes this year. 

A study conducted by Dr. 
Nehama Nir-Yaniv for the Educa- 
tion Ministry showed that 65 per 
cent of the 958 children in the 
programme were able to make 
significant progress due to the treat- 
ment provided by specially trained 
teachers in their kindergartens, The 
children are now ready for regular 
first grade classes.

Schmidt launches offensive 
in support of neutron bomb 


BONN (UPI). - Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt** government is 
taking the offensive against a grow- 
ing pacifist movement in West Ger- 
many. but it might he moving too 
late. 

Schmidt himself opened the of- 
fensive on Kritlav by braving the 
wrath of influential members of his 
own Social Democratic Party and 
reaffirming his three-year-old com- 
mitment to deploy the neutron 
weapon. 

Government spokesman Lothar 
Rueh! joined the campaign yester- 
day hy explaining the commitment 
in a German radio inlerv iew. 

Ruehl pointed out that the Bonn 
Security Council in 1978 approved 
the stationing of the weapon in 
West Germany under certain condi- 
tions. and the Defence Ministry has 
termed it useful and advantageous 
against large-scale enemy tank at- 
tacks. 

Schmidt in his TV interview stood 
by his 197S decision in favour of the 
neutron weapon, although he 
granted there is no thought of its 


deployment in Hurope now. 

He appeared to be trying to halt 
the emotional denunciations of the 
weapon that are giving impetus to 
(he pacifist movement and that 
could endanger Schmidt's coalition 
government with the Free 
Democrats. 

Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Gcnscher. the head of the Free 
Democrats who repeatedly has 
warned against anti-Americanism in 
the pacifist movement, praised 
Schmidt's statement. But his own 
party gave Schmidt a cool recep- 
tion. 

The Social Democratic women's 
organization came out yesterday in 
support of an appeal to bar the 
neutron weapon from Europe. 

Peter Glotz. the Social 
Democratic business manager who 
runs the party on a day-to-day basis, 
said yesterday that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of party members op- 
poses the weapon. 

The neutron bomb is a low blast, 
high radiation weapon that spares 
property while killing people.

U.S. Navy secretary says 
Soviet fleet tops American 


Solidarity keeps up pressure 
for change in state-run media 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Navy- 
Secretary John Lehman said yester- 
day that the Soviet fleet was 
superior to the U.S. Navy and was 
likely to remain so for most cf this 
decade. 

Lehman said in a television inter- 
view that he. believes today "the 
Soviets are better able to cany out 
their naval task" of disrupting ac- 
cess to resources and trade than the 
U.S. is capable ofdefending that ac- 
cess. 

Not before 1987 or 1988. Lehman 
said, would the U.S. have sufficient 
ships to meeL all its commitments. 
He said the U.S. now had 462 ships 
in its active fleet in 1 2 battle groups. 


“If we engage the Soviet Navy, it 
is instantaneously a global naval 
war," he said. “We will attack those 
naval forces wherever they are in 
the world, and they will attack ours. 
That's the nature of naval warfare.” 

Lehman, whose outspoken 
remarks have brought him into con- 
flict with other members of the 
Reagan administration, defended 
Navy pilots who shot down two Li- 
byan planes in disputed airspace 100 
kitometres off the coast of Libya 
last Wednesday. 

He dismissed Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi's claim to the 
area as “the preposterous claims of 
an international renegade." 


36 decapitated bodies 
discovered in Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR (UPI). - The 
headless bodies of seven youth were 
found in various parts of El 
Salvador Friday in the second day 
of a rash of decapitations that left at 
least 36 persons dead. 

Two more decapitated bodies 
also were reported found late 
Thursday at the coffee plantation of 
Chalchuapa, where the bodies of 27 
other headless and nearly nude peo-. 
pic were .found .earlier in the day. 
The coffejj, /arm is 77. kilometres 
west of San Salvador. 

In San Salvador's working class 
suburb of A pop a. authorities said 
the headless bodies of two youths 
were found Friday with the initials 
of the right-wing “squadron of 
death” caned in their chests. 

The bodies of five other 


decapitated youths were found out- 
side Santa Ana. El Salvador's se- 
cond largest city. 

In the town of Perquin in the 
northern province of Morazan, 120 
kms. northeast of the capital, 
government troops told journalists 
they had marched for three days 
and nights, fording rain-swollen 
rivers and climbing mountains, to 
drive rebels out of the town in a sur- 
prise .attack: r. ■■■'•• 

One -officer said it appeared the 
guerrillas were caught by surprise 
by his unit and that an estimated 300 
to 400 rebels fled into the nearby 
mountains. 

Three soldiers and at least one 
rebel were killed and five guerrillas 
were wounded in the fighting for the 
town of 3,500 people, he said. 


WARSAW. — Government control 
of the news media became the 
centre of controversy for the second 
time in a week yesterday. Solidarity, 
an independent journalists group 
and a Roman Catholic newspaper 
accused the state press of distorting 
news of Poland's worsening 
problems. 

The allegations came just two 
days after Solidarity ended a 48- 
hour nationwide newspaper strike 
called to protest an anti-union cam- 
paign in the state press and to de- 
mand greater access to the media. 

A spokesman for the Association 
of Polish Newsmen said his group 
had prepared a list of “distortions” 
printed and broadcast by state new- 
spapers. television and radio. 

Solidarity officials said the union 
was preparing a similar list that in- 
cluded incidents where state televi- 
sion read “provocative" reports and 
attributed them to western news 
agencies. 

Sbwo Powszechen. a prominent 
Roman Catholic newspaper, 
published an article yesterday ’warn- 
ing of “two dangers” it said had 
become “very menacing in the last 
days.”

PASADENA, California (AF). — 
Voyager 2, racing to a Tuesday 
night rendezvous with Saturn, 
already is taking “snappier-looking 
pictures” of the pastel features 
swirling in the planet's clouds, 
scientists said on Friday. 

As the spaceship sails to just. 
101,000 kilometres above the cloud 
tops — the closest thing to a surface 
on the gaseous planet — it promises 
still more surprises and perhaps a 
few answers to the riddles found 
during Voyager l's flight past the 
planet last November. 

“We expect to get an even better 
look at Saturn this time,” project 
scientist Edward Stone said at a 
news conference. 

Voyager 2, relaying 18,500 pic- 
tures and mountains of scientific 
data during its pass by the planet, 
will fly closer to the planet than its 


sister ship, will examine moreckwe- 1 wbo heads the photography team/ 


-ly several of Saturn’s 17 known 
moons and wiH.talso enjoy better 
viewing angles of the complex 
system of rings that encircle Saturn. 

Project manager Esker Davissaid 
that the mission is “going, very wefi

and helped to draft the Islamic Con- 
stitution. 

Bbm into a religious family in the 
south-eastern town of Kerman 
(where whores are- frequently 
stoned and -thieves may lose their 
fingers), the young Bahonar studied 
theology at Qom before obtaining a 
doctorate from the faculty, of 
divinity at Teheran University. He 
was frequently to be seen at 
Khomeini's lectures before the 
Ayatollah was exiled by the deposed 
Shah in 1964. 


A five-year stint with the Shah’s 
Education Ministry followed in 
196S when Bahonar started con- 
sultancy work — 1 together with the 
Ayatollah Beheshti, killed in last 
June's Teheran blast — on a council 
responsible for editing religious 
texts for primary and secondary 
schools. Some observers have been 
worried that the new prime minister 
might have to atone for that past 
“compromise” with a show of 
revolutionary fervour. 

SUCH fears are not necessarily 

- borne out by Bahonar’s new cabinet 
list announced earlier this month 
and ' described as a mix of radical 
and conservative Islam. Nine 
members, including Hojjatoleslam 
Mahdavi Kani (Interior) and Mr. 

- Behzad Nabavi (government 
spokesman and deputy prime 
minister) are hold-overs from the 
Rajai government, and only two are 
cleigymen. 

The list must now go for final ap- 
proval to the Majlis, which appears 
to be the only remaining institution 
where IRP control is not total. Dur- 
ing the Rajai premiership, the As- 
sembly surprised its critics by delay- 
ing the budget and shaving 4 per 
cent ofT defence spending. 

It is perhaps a measure of the new 
regime that the potential crisis with 
France was beaded off in 
reasonably amicable fashion when 
Iran allowed 107 Frenchmen and 
women to fly home in two separate 
batches earlier this month. Few 
know better than the IRP how 
hostage-taking can badly backfire: 
the seizure of the American 
hostages in 1979 claimed one 
government and several ministers as 
the I RP used the crisis as a ladder to 
power. 

THE COMING weeks may prove 
critical for Bahonar. Not only must 
he contend with a badly flagging 
economy — inflation is put at the 30 
per cent mark, food rationing con- 
tinues and oil exports are believed 
at only 7-900,000 barrels a day — 
but the new prime minister must 
also press ahead on the spluttering 
war front with Iraq and the 
mounting refugee problem. Over 
one million civilians have fled the 
war-tom province . of Khuzestan, 
creating serious social dislocation in 
many" cities and towns. ' ■

-BEIRUT economists said the plan 
reflected a more modest approach 
to development than the previous 
one, drawn up after the 1973 Oc- 
tober War. 

Syrian planners admit the 1975-80 
programme was too ambitious, fail- 
ing to take into account stresses im- 
posed by population growth and an 
inadequate infrastructure which 
created local bottlenecks in in- 
dustry aid food supplies. 

Sporadic unrest at home, Syria's 
relative isolation in the Arab world 
and its heavy commitment in

The move created some resent- 
ment among Syria's private sector 
businessmen, but government 
ministers said the measures would 
benefit the population by protecting 
the economy (Reuter) 


End of the road for Turkey’s Syriac minority

IN A BARE classroom in Turkey's 
Mar Gabriel Monastery. 38 hoys 
pore over Bibles printed in the 
Syriac script, discussing the points 
with their teacher in the language of 
Christ. 

Later they descend for an evening 
service in the high-vaulted chapel to 
join the monks chanting an almost 
raucous but haunting liturgy. 

The hoys are residents of the 
lonely hilltop monastery, founded 
on the Tur Abdin plateau in Eastern 
Turkey in 497 during the reign of 
Arcadian, first ruler of the Byzan- 
tine Empire. 

Despite the Islamic tide. Mongol 
invasions and raids by surrounding 
Kurdish tribes, Mar Gabriel and 
hundreds of small Syriac-speaking 
communities have survived for 
more than 1.500 years on the Tur 
Abdin, which means “the mount of 
the Servant of God.” 

But now the students, from 
families in nearby Midyai, could 
become one of the last generations 
to carry on Christian traditions in 
the -area. 

“We have no future here. ! have 
no hope now for our communities,” 
said an embittered Abbot Samuel, 
who presides over the monastery 
and its residents — four monks, 
eight nuns and 38 boys. 

MAR GABRIEL, whose stone 
walls have been restored in the last 
20 years, has become one of the 
main institutions and symbols of the 


community in Turkey, thousands of 
whose members have abandoned 
the Tur Abdin in recent years. 

The reasons for the rapid decline 
are disputed. Some argue harrass- 
mem by surrounding Kurdish dans, 
others cite inadequate protection by 
the Moslem Turkish authorities and 
some the lure of a more prosperous 
and comfortable life away from 
economically deprived Eastern 
Turkey. 

Bui the fuels of the exodus are 
plain. In Midyat, a town of crumb- 
ling honey-coloured stone houses 
lining cobbled streets, community 
sources said there were about 1,000 
Syriac-speaking Christian 
households two decades ago. Now 
there arc 400. 

Christian- Moslem relations in the 
town are strained as the Syriac- 
speakers see more and more houses 
being taken over by outsiders. 

ItTthe 1950s only a few hundred 
of the community lived in Istanbul. 
Now- Turkish authorities estimate 
about half the 35,000 members still 
in Turkey have moved to the city. 

Many others have gone abroad. 
Diplomatic sources estimate the 
community in Sweden at about 
13.000 and thousands more live in 
West Germany, Switzerland, the 
Netherlands and Belgium. 

The abbot, who is 35. accused the 
West of encouraging the disintegra- 
tion of his community by its open- 
door policy towards the immigrants.

saying they were persecuted at 
home for their faith. Although he 
avoided specific condemnation of 
these people, the abbot said they 
left more because of the attraction 
of wealth and an easier life than 
because of tribulations of Tur 
Abdin. 

He had nothing but praise for Lhe 
attitude of local Turkish officials 
who. he said, had done everything 
to foster and protect the com- 
munity. 

Press reports from Sweden, 
however, have upset Turkish of- 
ficials by repeatedly quoting 
emigrants' accounts of maltreat- 
ment, discrimination, theft and 
harassment. The abbot, as well as 
diplomats who have investigated the 
area, consider these exaggerated. 

Turkish officials admit there have 
been attacks on the Syriac- 
speakers, but point out that they 
live mainly in a pan of the country 
notorious for armed gangs and, until 
recently, only marginal control by 
the authorities. 

For centuries the Christian 
minority has lived among Moslem 
Kurdish tribes, many of whose 
leaders had little respect for the rule 
of Turkish law. 

Hundreds of Kurdish nationalists 
are now standing trial in the region 
charged with trying to establish an 
independent Kurdish state and with 
dozens of killings and robberies. 
THE CHRISTIAN community’s 
leaders welcomed last September's 
coup which brought General Kenan 


Evren (o power and said it had 
resulted in a measure of stability 
and security unknown in the area 
through previous decades. 

“We as Christians suffered no 
more Lhan anyone else round here," 
said Abbot Samuel. Some of his col- 
leagues in the monastery privately 
disagreed. 

“Our., community has been prey 
to repeated attacks by our 
neighbours. We are small and 
therefore vulnerable. But we have 
got used to this down the centuries. 
Frankly, we have never had 50 years 
of peace,” said one. 

The Republic of Turkey has 
pledged to protect its Christian 
minorities since its foundation in 
1923. when it replaced centuries of 
Islamic law with a secular state. 

But disgruntled Syriac speakers 
said the degree of official protection 
has often depended on political 
conditions. 

One church worker, who already 
had his tickets to travel to 
Switzerland to join his son, said the 
community went through a period 
of particular difficulty in 1975 when 
extreme right-wing and Islamic fun- 
damentalist parties gained a share 
of power in the government in 
Ankara. 

They also felt the effects of anti- 
Christian feelings fanned by the 
press during Lhe invasion of Cyprus 
in 1974, when Orthodox Greek 
Christians were constantly reviled, 
he added. (Reuter)

Sports and television 


Apart from the two victories of Tel A\iv Maceabi’s haskeiball teams in 
the l.uropean Cup. it is hard to recall any pcrrormancc by Israeli sportsmen 
in recent tears to equal Shlonio Gliekstein's achievements in the Canadian 
Open Tennis Championships. In faet. in some ways whal he did was even 
more remarkable than the attainments of the basketball players: they were 
competing in a sport that is a very minor one in Europe, it is clear that they 
could never ha\e provided any serious opposition to professional American 
teams. 

Shlonio Glickstcin. on the other hand, is battling in what is now one of 
the most popular participant and spectator sports in the world, one that 
carries very high prizes and attracts correspondingly fierce competition. 
The Canadian" tournament attracted some or the game's best piajere. 
Glickstcin came very close to beating Ivan Lendl, of Czechoslovakia, one of 
the four lop players in the ATP rankings. The Israeli's feats earned him 
favourable comment even from the BBC. which normally does not wax 
over-enthusiastic about Israel or Israelis. 

It is true that in the end victory over Lendl slipped through Gliekstein's 
fingers. He was unlucky that rain slopped play when he was on top of his 
brilljant opponent. 

It is idle to speculate what might have happened if only the ruins had not 
come. But what is not a matter for speculation is that this was one of the 
best performances ever by an Israeli sportsman. 

Yet it was not telecast at the lime by Israel Television, either live or can- 
ned the same evening. It did not even make the Thursday night sports hour: 
which went ahead as planned with an American basketball programme. 
Although ifiis was very good, it is hard to understand why it could not be 
kept back for a week, to make way for Glickstein versus Lendl. 

This is just another example of how sport is the Cinderella of Television 
House. A few months ago. Yosef Lapid. the Director-General of the Israel 
Broadcasting Authority, decided that it was pointless to cover a soccer 
match of the national side against Scotland, on the ground that Israel was 
certain to lose. In the result he proved to be a good prophet, but he 
remained a very poor judge of the duties of television to sport. 

He may contend that the Broadcasting Act does not mention sport at alt. 
although it gives a long catalogue of what should be covered. But the law 
does call qn television to reflect the cultural life of the state. 

Sport has been correctly described as the poor man's ballet. For many 
people it provides the drama, excitement, stimulation and identification 
that other people find in theatre, ballet, music. Popular interest in 
Gliekstein’s bid for glory was intense. One needs only to think of how Jor- 
dan TV' would react if a Jordanian player was equally successful. 

It is high time that Cinderella got out of the fireplace, donned her gown 
and slippers, and went off in her coach to the ball.

Ze‘ev Loewendahl has dedicated 
his life to the development of sports. 
For over 40 years he has striven to 
initiate und improve many different 
sports programmes in Jerusalem. 
But his main achievements *have 
been at the YMCA, where he has 
been Director of the Sports and 
Physicaj Education Department for 
the last 32 years. To the regret of 
hundreds of sportsmen, but not his 
own, he is now retiring. 

He was bom and brought up in 
Cologne, Germany. It was from his 
father that he inherited his love for 
and ability in gymnastics'. He 
recalls. "MY father was one of the 
best German Jewish gymnasts of his 
lime. He performed in front of 
Theodor Herzl at the first Inter- 
national Zionist Conference in 
Basle in 1897.” 

During Loewendahfs youth, his 
leadership qualities and adroitness 
in various sports became evident. 
Not only was He an acclaimed gym- 
nast and athlete, but he was also 
among the lop pupils in his class at 
school. He was also a youth leader 
in the 'international Zionist youth 
movement, Habonim, and was a 
member of Maccabi, Cologne. 

Although Loewendahl had always 
been a Zionist, he had never 
thought of settling in Palestine. 
With the advent of Hitler, however 
Loewendahl’s view of Palestine as a 
potential homeland changed. “I 
realized that I couldn't carry on liv- 
ing a normal existence in Germany, 
so Palestine became the natural 
alternative.'* 

Nevertheless, his last few years in 
Germany were fruitfuL In 1935 after 
he had finished school, he went to 
Berlin to a training Farm. “ Habonim 
sent me there to become more 
Jewish. It was .an agricultural farm 
owned by the Schocken family. It 
was full of Jewish kids all being 
prepared to leave for Palestine. 
While 1 was there, I leanit Hebrew, 
Jewish history and philosophy. I 
also continued to teach sports, and 
to participate in various competitive 
events. In 1938, 1 was the gym- 
nastics champion of Maccabi in 
Germany." 

In October, 1938, he arrived in

Palestine, and became a student at 
the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem. Originally, he had ap- 
plied for an {migration visa to a kib- 
butz, but, as none were available, he 
sought admission to the University 
and was duly accepted. 

It was while he was studying at 
the university that he joined the 
YMCA. “I very much wanted to 
continue my gymnastics, and so I 
went off to the YMCX. Shortly 
afterwards, I was asked by the 
person, who used to hold my pre- 
sent job. to take over the gymnastics 
programme. I also became involved 
' with Jerusalem Hapoel. During the 
Forties I was their main trainer, as 
well as being in charge of organizing 
and developing their sports." - 

He was also instrumental in 
building and developing sports 
programmes in various primary and 
secondary schools throughout 
Jerusalem. Given all these extra- 
curriculum commitments, it was 
hardly surprising that Loewendahl 
stopped his degree course in mid- 
stream. 

In 1949, he was appointed Direc- 
tor of YMCA’s Sports and Physical 
Education Department. By then, he 
had witnessed a dramatic change in 
the activities at the YMCA. The

FANATICS ARE 
A MINORITY 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. — Your leader of August 17, 
“A cultural conflict.” gives a dis- 
torted picture of the altitude of 
Orthodox Jews to the excavations in 
the City of David. Il gives the 
impression that the whole of 
Orthodox Jewry, which constitutes 
a minority of the population, is 
solidly behind the extremists who 
want to have the excavations slop- 
ped. ft does not lake cognisance of 
the undoubted fact that there is a 
vast section of Orthodox Jews — I 
believe it is even a majority, though 
I cannot prove it — that dissociates 
itself from those responsible for the 
agitation and violence, and it is only 
a fanatical minority which is trying 
to impose its will upon, or silence, 
the majority. 

If one tenth of the strictly obser- 
vant Orthodox Jews who have in- 
timated to me privately that they 
deplore this action would speak up, 
it would be clear that they con- 
stitute a list of the flower of obser- 
vant Jewry in the country. That they 
do not do so is because of the wave 
of extremism which is mounting and 
becoming the fashion in Israel and 
their mortal terror that they may be

THE JEWISH AGENCY, with the approval of the government, has 
taken the daring step of denying aid to Russian Jewish “dropouts" — 
emigrants who in Vienna deckle not to proceed to Israel. 

Until now the Jewish Agency would refer such persons to two 
Ameriean-Jew ish immigrant-aid societies — HIAS and the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee. 

The recent sharp decline in the number of Jews permitted to leave 
the Soviet Union has made it plain that the Kremlin is no longer 
willing to abet large-scale emigration of Jews, who are given visas 
specifically for Israel, to the United States. 

This has made academic the long-standing debate in Israel and-lhe 
U.S. oxer whether Israel has a right to “compel" Jewish emigres to 
come to this country and whether the American Jewish community 
has a right to deny them aid and access to the U.S. The fact is that 
transfer of dropouts to the U.S. has endangered the very process of 
Jewish emigration from the Soviet Union. 

Jewish Agency Chairman. Arye Dulzin, has asked the two U.S. 
immigrant-aid organizations for their cooperation. Presumably they 
will agree now. given the danger that Russian -Jewish emigration may 
cease altogether. 

But there are other groups, inimical to Israel, that are ready to help 
dropouts gel to the U.S.. including an organization sponsored by the 
anti-Zionist Satmar rebbe. 

Means should be round to prevent them from trafficking in 
emigrants to serve their political or ideological ends. The next step, 
therefore, should be to persuade the U.S. government to revoke 
the refugee status of Russian Jewish emigrants who bear visas to 
Israel. It is this status which permits the dropouts entry to the U.S. 

A Ru»ian Jew, with a visa to Israel, is not a refugee. Perhaps now 
-the American Jewish organizations who were instrumental in 
creating this damaging fiction will realize it must be undone. 

Lesson for Gaddafi 

DECLARING the Gulf of Sidra Libya's “internal waters" eight 
years ago was one of Muummar Gaddafi's earliest open challenges to 
the international community. 

The revolutionary colonel had already ousted the U.S. and Britain 
from their powerful air bases and started a takeover of foreign oil 
company properties within Libya, and now he xvus ready for bigger 
gume. Looking ox'er u huge body of water, beyond Libya's shoreline, 
that 'did not fit the definition of a legal bay under the UN’s Territorial 
Sea Convention. 1958. Col. Gaddafi proclaimed it, against all the 
evidence, an “historic" bay. 

Within a few months, in February 1974. the U.S. protested Libya's 
declaration, characterizing its claim to the Sidra Gulf as “unaccep- 
table us a violation of international law." Last week the U.S.. for the 
first time, took action to dramatize its legal position. 

The denials from Washington notwithstanding, there is no reason 
to doubt that President Reagan was out to teach Col. Gaddafi a little 
lesson when he authorized the Sixth Fleet to hold combined sea and 
air maneuvers some 100 kins, from the Libyan coast, but still within 
the Sidra Gulf. Past experience had shown that Soviet-made Libyan 
reconnaisance planes would be launched to warn the Sixth Fleet 
patrol jets away. 

Only this time the American pilots did not quietly fly ofT and leave 
it at that. Instead, two Libyan Sukhoi aircraft were shot down. 

The missiles over the Mediterranean were meant as a signal also to 
Libya's major patron, the Soviet Union. According to U.S. sources 
the Kremlin has lately converted Libya into a huge arms warehouse 
for Soviet-supported operations against Western, and especially 
American, interests throughout the area. 

But the main beneficiary of the American warning was to be Gad- 
dafi himself, under whose leadership oil-rich, underpopulated Libya 
has emerged as the scourge of Africa, a base for the most vicious 
terrorism the world over and a banker for the “Islamic” atom bomb 
that is intended for use against Israel and presumably Egypt, too. 

The American bee stung (he colonel just as he had concluded a 
“treaty of friendship" with rather far-off but somewhat like-minded 
South Yemen and Ethiopia. 

America's action, defensive and limited in scope though it was, 
may have served as a reminder that -neither such treaties of 
“friendship" nor the Soviet connection — nor even the oil billions 
that keep the Libyan masses happy with their tyrannical ruler — 
might in the end save Muummar Gaddafi. The wily author of inter- 
national subversion need not be entirely immune to it himself. 
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ALIYA IN THE EIGHTIES 


I BECAME an oleh hadash in the 
early months of this year, and as I 
moved From step to step in the settl- 
ing process, I found myself wonder- 
ing what took me so long. Why is it 
that so many on the verge of aliya 
are reluctant to make the final move 
and why do so many who come here 
with such high hopes soon con- 
template a quiet return? 

I have been in Jewish public fife 
ail my mature years — as a rabbi, an 
army chaplain, a DP camp head, 
then as initiator of Israel Bond 
drives in major cities of the U.S., 
Canada, Latin America and 
Europe, I have been in a position to 
study the mentality of world Jewry 
as few others could and have had to 
find ways of motivating people of 
diverse backgrounds on Israel’s 
behalf. 

Over the past few months, 1 found 
myself pondering the question from 
a new perspective. Why has the 
yeoman effort for aliya shown so lit- 
tle success and, when Israel has so 
much more to offer the new im- 
migrant than it did 20 or 30 years 
ago, why is immigration so rare and 
emigration so prevalent? 

The issue is so vital for Israel that 
the quest for solutions has been 
endless. Nonetheless, 1 want to sug- 
gest an approach which arises from 
grassroots experience. I also want to 
make several concrete suggestions. 

First, a basic principle which 
should be obvious but which seems 
thus far to have, been entirely missed 
— namely, that aliya is not an 
institutional matter but a personal 
matter and is evoked not by con- 
science but by desire. 

One may donate money for 
reasons of conscience, send 
children to Hebrew school, attend 
synagogue — even fly EI Al. But 
one does not move to a faraway 
country for reasons of conscience 
any more than one marries for 
reasons of conscience. 

In fact, to invoke conscience 
where there should be desire stands 
a good chance of weakening the 
relationship.

cess. Strange as it may sound, 
promoting aliya is not a task for an 
Israeli — and the reason is fairly 
simple: aliya is so deep and so per- 
sonal that it is almost like a conver- 
sion, and Jews never responded to 
missionaries. 

The impulse for aliya does not 
have to be religious, though it is by 
far the most compelling motivation; 
it has, however, to be self-impelled 
and comes through a sense of in- 
volvement; the history, the land, the 
people — ail of which are spiritual 
matters which call for someone near 
and dose with whom to counsel. 

Certainly, such efforts .as quickie- 
visits or aliya caravans are a total 
waste. At best they are side-shows, 
completely out of place where a 
step as serious as aliya is involved..

THIS ANALOGY is Far from 
simplistic. A similar problem exists 
in the Diaspora, and Jewish com- 
munities have had to come to grips 
with it. 

Every concerned Jew is beset 
with the problem of intermarriage. 
But it would never occur to anyone 
to suggest that the solution lies in 
assembling young people and ex- 
horting them on their duty to marry 
within the faith. An effort which 
may have a chance is to devise ways 
of bringing young people together 
in a stimulating environment in 
which they will feel a sense of in- 
volvement — and hope for the best. 
Most other efforts are of little avail. 

It this is so then the entire ap- 
proach to aliya, starting with the ad- 
monition of David Ben-Gurion that 
one isn’t a Zionist unless one makes 
aliya — let alone his request that 
every family send at least one child 
to Israel — was of questionable 
value. 

By the same token, persuading 
national institutions to pass resolu- 
tions favouring aliya is an exercise in 
futility. Aside from the hollowness 
of having leaders preach what they 
are not prepared to practise, it in- 
stitutionalizes what is a very per- 
sonal matter and all it can ac- 
complish is applause from the 
audience — before the next order of 
business is placed on the agenda. 

THERE IS another approach — 
just as unavailing, particularly in the 
case of American Jews. This is to in- 
ject the fear of anti-Semitism, or to 
tell Americans that they can't be 
free except in Israel. 

Even if it were true — and there is 
an element of truth in ft — it is ill- 
received when coming from an 
Israeli, especially when the Issue is 
aliya. It is like proposing to a girl — 
not with affection but by telling her 
what an awful home environment 
she would be escaping. 

Americans who encounter social 
or professional anii-Semitism tend 
to be of the executive-suite class — 
and .they are the least likely group to 
consider aliya; while the religious 
Jews, for whom there is no environ- 
ment like Israel, do not have to be 
Lold. 

Then there is the matter of emis- 
saries — and why, with the best of 
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WHICH BRINGS up the matter of 
absorption. Israeli society, as h is 
presently constituted, does not pre- 
sent the most compelling reason for 
an American to settle in. Israel. 

Israel is a society-in-the- maJci ng, 
inevitably filled with .many 
problems. It has, however, given 
Jews tbrough the world new status 
and new self-respect, which can 
evoke in many a desire to be part of 
this historic renaissance. But ways 
must be found to give the immigrant 
a feeling of being part of this drama; 
at least as he did before coming 
here — a situation which those 
responsible for absorption haven’t 
begun to tackle. 

To come to Israel and remain a 
stranger can be less spiritually 
rewarding than remaining in the 
Diaspora and working for Israel. 

Before proposing what may be an 
effective aliya programme, thought 
should be given to a related matter 
— that -of Israel’s image abroad, 
which inevitably affects aliya. I 
refer to the position of oraganized 
Israeli charity in American Jewish 
life. 

After World War II, the 
Holocaust, the DP camps and an 
aroused Jewish conscience, UJA 
raised unprecedented sums for 
Israel. The slogan was, “Give and 
They Live.” 

When Israel fought for and at- 
tained statehood, there was a new 
dimension to Jewish identity and- 
the outpouring of assistance kept 
setting new records. The slogan 
remained on the same fines: “Your 
Donation is Israel's Life!*’ • - 
When Israel Bonds came into be- 
ing. though Bonds were a loan, the 
baltlecry was again that of 
impending catastrophe. Human 
nature being what it is, nothing 
evokes action as does the call of an 
emergency, and this theme was un- 
derscored from year to year. 

Israel was projected as a proud, 
deserving charity on the brink of 
disaster, and people responded. 

Zionism as a movement practical- 
ly disappeared and the heroes of 
American Jewish life were the 
laiger donors and purchasers. 

If you gave enough or bought 
enough, you could become a Guar- 
dian of Israel, a Trustee of Israel, a 
Prime Minister Club member — 
and even have a high-ranking Israeli 
official come to pay you honour. 

By contrast, if you decided to 
make aliya, your friends con- 
gratulated you and you quietly left. 

In all fairness, it must be 
remembered that in the early Fifties, 
Israel’s finances were in fact in a 
constant state of emergency. For a 
countiy with- a S370 million budget, 
S50 million from UJA and a similar 
amount from Bonds, each covered 
some 15 per cent of Israel's budget^ 
and everything possible was done to 
encourage more and more 
philanthropy — and since being a 
charity recipient was traditional in 
the Yishuv of old, no one gave it a 
second thought. 

THE SCENE changes. It is now 
1981 and several basic facts in 
Israel’s financial and political life 
have changed. Israel's budget * in 
1980 was about S20 billion, com- 
pared to which UJA’s $400 million 
covered some 2 per cent while 
regular Bond sales of 5136 million in 
the UJS. came to less than 1 per 
cent, which is part-philanthropy 
when B raids are 15-year loans at 4 
per cent, while commercial interest 
rates are closer to 20 per cent. 

Which all means that after 33 
years of statehood, Israel still allows 
itself to be considered a charity case 
and that can be counter- 
productive. 

Jordan receives a far greater 
percentage of its income from 
foreign sources, but not from in- 
dividuals, for which reason Jordan 
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can be worse for aliya. 

Perhaps it is time that assistance 
tpi Israel is directed to specific pro- 
jects and institutions rather 'than, to 
the countiy as a whole. Then Israel 
would cease to appear as a would- 
be nation. Humanitarian, cultural 
and religious causes throughout the 
world: are endowed by foreign rad 
native contributors alike, and so can 
it be with UJA. With regard to 
Israel Bonds, the interest rate 
should approximate what American 
banks pay and a Bonds purchaser 
would then consider it a privilege to 
use Israel as his “personal bank.” 
Moreover, leave bank loans to 
the Finance Ministry, which is- 
capable of negotiating such matters 
directly, rather than having Bonds 
representatives scurrying around 


in. special projects. 

This woutd . mean educating the 
public as to IsnmiY. growtit and 
development and- evoking' warm 
personal, response — a highly 
laudable objective in itself. 

Which raises Suggestion Number 
Two: Establish an on-going tie 
between Israel and American Jews 
by concentrating. Iiradli activities, 
especially aliya, hi .fire synagogues 
of America, the true keMot of 
American Jewry. 

There are over 3,000 congrega- 
tions in the U.S., and they arc 
almost all dedicated to Israel's sup-

Moreover, for the most part they 
are fully staffed institutions, eager 
rad able to perform a service for 
Israel, particularly if they were

THE MATTER of U.S. assistance, 
to Israel comes under a different 
heading altogether, though this, too, 
is misunderstood because of the 
“beggar” image generally created. 

The U.S. contributes some $60 
billion a year to NATO, plus some 
340,000 troops — all - regarded as 
mutual defence against Soviet 
Russia. One does not have to be an 
international strategic to recognize* 
that Israel is the most dependable 
bulwark against a Soviet onslaught 
in the Middle East — and Israel is. 
allotted some $2 billion, a good part 
of which is in the form of a loan. 

MoretiVer, Israel asks for no 
foreign troops and actually spends 
one third of its own budget on 
defence — which is about three 
times as much as it receives from all 
charities, loans and grants com- 
bined. 

So, Suggestion Number One is 
that Israel as a nation must get out 
of the “schnor” business; and the 
fact that UJA funds are funnelled 
through the Jewish Agency' makes 
little difference because it- s die
